His lordship has been a 
trusted counsellor and servant of the 
Royal Household for many years, and 
the association of his family with the 
reigning house dates back for several 
generations. : : . 

An ancestor of the present peer was 
Treasurer of the Household to Queen 
Elizabeth, and was raised to the peer- 
age eventually, becoming the Karl ol 
Banbury, a title now extinct. Lord 
Knollys’ father was General Sir Wil- 
liam Thomas Knollys, who likewise 
hsid various. offices in the Royal 
lfousehold, and was also at one time 
Usher of the Black Rod. 

Lord Knollys became private secre- 
tary to the late King in 1870, and con- 
tinued his Majesty’s adviser until his 
death. During all those years the 
qualities of a prince, who was 


‘acknowledged as the most tactful gen- 


tleman in Europe, were reflec in 
the courtesy, the patience, and the 
tact of his servant. The barony which 
Lord Knoylis holds was conferred in 
the year of the late King’s corona- 
tion. He is one’of the few peers who 
have not taken the trouble to acquire 
a grant of arms, and the record of his 


peerage contains this entry: “The 
stamp duty on this peerage patent 
was remitted’ — a reminder of the 


faithful services for which the peerage 
was bestowed. ; 

Is used to be a joke at Marlborough 
House that if Lord Knollys, who will 
be seventy-four in July, was u«waken- 
ed in the middle of the night by an 
inquiry as to what the King would

though it really matters little. I have 
known of several foals that have been 
born in the field before the owner was 
able to get the mare out of the har. 
hess, and they bave done as well as 
any without any damage whatsoever 
to the mare. Anyway, it is always 
better to have the colt foaled out of 
the stable and on the ground, for the 
cases of navel trouble with colts foal- 
ed on the ground are much less nu- 
me-ous than with those foaled in ma: 
nurv soaked stables. : ‘ 

It is se fom that the mare needs 
rest from work more than a week 
after fvaling. We never allow the 
young colts to follow the mares about 
when they are at work. It is a con 
Stant annoyance to the man who ies 
working the team. Ofttimes the colt 
will get to suck when the mare is un- 
duly warm, which is sure to cause 
bowel trouble. What is more, follow- 
ing the mare about when working is 
bad for the colt, as it gets more ex: 
ercise than it needs, and a great dea) 
of its food goes to waste when it 
should go to making bone. and mus- 
cle. Fora short time after the mare 
goes to work we aim to have ber near 
the barns, and then about the middle 
of the forenoon and afternoon we 
drive the team up to the barn, so as 
to allow the colt to suck, always tak- 
ing great care that the mare is not 
hot when she is brougbt in. This con. 
tinnes until the colt is old enough to 
be allowed a whole half day to him. 
self, 

We teach colts’to eat grain as early 
as we cau by oalling a small box ip 
the stable with their dams. Bran and 
some oais make the usual feed, and it 
is surprising bow much they will eat. 
Doing this makes it possible to wean 
the colts at an.earlier date as well as 
to cause them to grow on uninter. 
ruptediy after weaning. Always teacb 
a foal to lead when it is young. It 
is ay easy matter then; iater it is a 
task. 


) Lambs eon Pasture. 

' It is usually advised that when the 
lambs are turned out on the grass 
with the opening of the pasture sea: 
son they need no longer receive ap ex- 
tra grain feed. It is not well to stop 
off too suddenly in this respect. In a 
majority of cases the flocks are turned 
out on grass before the grass has at- 
tained much solid substance or sweet- 
ness, The result is a general scouring 
of the flocks, the lambs usually suffer. 
ing most. 

Continuing to feed some whole corn 
has a tendency to allay the attack of 
scours and hence suves the lambs, from 
suffering too severe a setback, There 
fore it ts good practice to continue to 
feed some whole corn for some time 
after the lambs are turned out on 
grass: 


Forage For Hogs. 
The Missouri experiment station bar 
Just given out the results of an ex- 
periment lasting three years which 


shews large profits from feeding hogs | 


on forage crops. The average income 
per acre from clover forage was 
$34.11, from rape and oats $24.63, 
from corn and cowpeas $29.08 and 
from blue grass $17.71, The estimates 
are al) made on tde Dasis of 60 cents 
a bushel for the corn fed and 6 cents 
@ pound for the pork produced. The 
resuits are important as indicating 
what may be accomplished when the 
hogs themselves do all the harvesting.
